Azure Pickerel Plant 
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: If's Easy to Build Your Own Pool 


LOCATION. The pool should be exposed to full sun, ana 
should not be built too close to such trees as Pepper, Walnut 
or Fig, as the leaves, having a strong acid content, falling 
into the pool will injure the fish. 


Lilies connot be expected to bloom unless the sun shines 
into the heart of them at least part of the day. 


After deciding on location of pool, a very easy way to 
plan size and shape is to use the garden hose, tracing on 
the ground the exact plan you desire. We suggest that you 
make your pool as large as your space will permit, as there 
are so many water plants you will want. 


For the front yard the formal pool will best fill the re- 
quirements of good design, but for the back yard the in- 
formal pool works out beautifully with a rock garden. 


An informal pool is much easier and less expensive to 
build than a formal one, as it can be built without forms. 
For an informal pool, after deciding on size and shape, dig 
out soil to depth of 2 feet and level off. Shave side wals as 
near perpendicular as possible, as walls which slope are that 
much wasted space in your pool, and gather Algae making 
pool unsightly. Tamp walls and floor and reinfoice with 
heavy fencing wire, covering walls and floor. 


The concrete should be poured continuously, so there will 
be no joints, and as it is poured the reinforcing should be 
pulled up to center of concrete, thus making pool stronger 
and less apt to crack. 


In building a formal pool, by excavating carefully to the 
exact shape and size of the pool and carefully trimming the 
edges there will be no necessity for an outside form. Allow 
about 6 inches space for wall and build inside form. The 
walls should be reinforced, and after it is poured, allow it to 
harden until the next day. Remove forms and pour botiom 
of the pool. Finish as directed below. 


Cement. The proper mixture of cement is one shovel of 
cement to five of sand. Dry mix well, then add enough 
water to make a rather stiff mixture. In cold climates, where 
heavy freezing may be expected, the concrete should be 6 
inches thick; in mild climates 3 inches is ample. 


As concrete is poured, it should be well tamped to take 
out the porous places and insure yourself of a water tight 
pool. Allow cement to become thoroughly set, then apply 
a thin coat of 1 part cement and 3 parts sand which has been 
screened. When this is hardened apply a coat of pure 
WATERPROOF cement. 


Be sure to keep moist as cement hardens, spraying with 
a very fine spray from hose, at intervals, as the slower 
cement hardens the stronger it becomes. 

After it is thoroughly set it may be filled with water, 
filling very slowly. Allow water to stand in pool for a 
week to soak out the alkali; drain off and when dry, sweep 
thoroughly and the pool is ready for planting. 


TUB GARDEN 


If you live in an apartment you may enjoy the pleasure of 
a water garden. Purchase a dishpan and put in aboui 
three inches of soil and plant Water Poppy, Water Hya- 
cinth, Water Snowflake and some of the Water Grasses, and 
place in a sunny window and you will be pleased with ihe 
results. Two or three fish will do well in this environment. 
Then you may have a real beauty spot by making a TUB 
GARDEN. The one illustrated below has a group of 5 
barrels and is one of the most attractive spots one can ima 
gine. 

Saw barrels in two and apply a heavy coat of Asphaltum 
paint inside and out to preserve the wood. Sink barrels 
in soil and pile rock around them to hide the barrels. There 
are a number of Hardy Lilies that do well in this space; 
among them being the Paul Hariot, Aurora, Pink Opal, and 
the Helvola Pygmy Lilies. 


In the Tropics, the Panama Pacific, and the August Koch 
do well. Then there are so many water plants that do wel: 
in a small space that there is no end to the possibilities ci 
this type of Water Garden. This one was worked out with 
a Rock Garden. The following plants will complete the pic- 
ture; Lemon Day Lily, Fountain Grass, and any of the pool- 
side plants listed on page 16.

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THE CULTURE OF WATER LILIES 
Please Read Carefully 


We are always happy to give any advice possible regard- 
ing the culture of Water lilies and should any problem arise 
which is not dealt with on this page we hope you will feel 
free to consult us; however, before writing please read this 
carefully, as we have tried to cover all of the problems in- 
volved in Water lily culture as we know them. The follow- 
ing are the questions we are called upon to answer very 
often. 


SHOULD LILIES BE PLANTED IN SOIL? 


Most emphatically yes. Water lilies have to have soil and 
it must be rich. Use one-fourth well rotted dairy fertilizer 
and three-fourths good loam for best results. Commercial 
fertilizer may be used rather than barnyard if it is not well 
rotted. See page 23. 


HOW MUCH SOIL SHOULD EACH LILY HAVE? 


At least one bushel of soil for each lily of medium size. 
Dwarf lilies will do with less. Tropical lilies should have 


two bushels for best results. 


HOW DEEP SHOULD THE WATER BE? 


The ideal depth of water over the crown of the plant is 
from 8 to 10 inches, although they will give fairly good 
results in water from 6 to 15 inches in depth. 


SHOULD LILIES BE PLANTED IN BOXES? 


They may be planted either in boxes or on bottom of pool, 
but pool is easier kept clean if boxes are used. Place ter- 
tilizer in lower half of soil, fill box with garden soil and 
cover with 1] inch of coarse sand. If pool is deep the boxes 
should be raised to within 8 or 10 inches of the surface. 
Boxes should be 2x2 ft. square and 1 ft. deep for best results. 


DO LILIES LIKE SHADE? 


They do not. They will not bloom unless they have full 
sun for at least half the day, preferably morning sun. Such 
lilies as Comanche and the Marliacs do fairly well in partial 
shade. Water Lettuce, Hyacinth and the Taros are satisfac- 
tory in shady pools, but to try anything else is money 
wasted. 


CAN WATER LILIES BE GROWN IN TUBS? 


Yes, the dwarf and semi dwarf lilies do well in tubs, but 
the larger varieties will do better in a concrete pool. 


HOW MUCH WILL IT COST TO BUILD A POOL? 


A satisfactory pool may be built for the price of two sacks 
of cement, plus a day's work. This size will accommodate 
three lilies. A 12 ft. pool can be built for $5.00 and 15 hours’ 
labor. Full directions for building may be found on page 11. 


SHOULD LILIES HAVE RUNNING WATER? 


No, running water is always too cold for lilies. They like 
still, warm water which will not become stagnant so long as 
there is vegetation in the pool. 
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WHEN SHOULD WATER LILIES BE PLANTED? 


Hardy Lilies—In generally frost-free areas plant at any 
time. In climates subject to freezing weather about April 1 
is a safe date; they may be planted up until August with 
good results. 

Tropical Lilies—Set out only after minimum temperature 
of 70° can be depended upon. Earlier planting leads. only 
to disappointment. 


HOW SHOULD WATER LILIES BE PLANTED? 


Hardy lilies should be planted horizontally, with the crown 
well out of the soil. Tropical lilies should be planted upright 
and at the same depth as before being shipped as growing 
plants. When receiving water plants do not allow them to 
become dry before planting; place in tub of water or cover 
with a wet sack. 


HOW AND WHEN SHOULD LOTUS BE PLANTED? 


Great care should be exercised in handling a Lotus bulb; 
be very careful to not break off the growing point as that 
renders the bulb useless. The crown should be placed up, 
with the bulb laid horizontally. Cover with two inches of 
soil, leaving growing point exposed. Cover with about six 
inches of water until growth begins. 


While Lotus is hardy it should not be planted too early, as 
growth should begin at once after planting or bulb is apt to 
decay. A good time for planting is from May Ist to June Ist. 


HOW SHOULD WATER LILIES BE WINTERED 
OVER? 


Hardy lilies may safely be wintered over in the pool if the 
roots do not freeze. In extremely cold climates cover with 
boards and give an extra covering of straw. Should it be 
advisable to lift the lilies before cold weather arrives they 
may be stored in a cool cellar. Be careful that they do not 
dry out or dry rot will attach them and they will be lost. 


WHEN SHOULD POOLS BE CLEANED? 


Early in the spring, before the lilies begin to grow, all 
debris should be cleaned out of the pool. It is not necessary 
to drain the pool and remove the soil oftener than once in 
two years. All cleaning and replanting should be done 
early in the spring or fish spawn will be lost. 


WHAT PESTS ATTACK WATER PLANTS? 


Aphis is the only pest to contend with. This may be con- 
trolled by spraying with the hose, early in the morning, then 
the fish will eat them. Begin with the first signs of Aphis. 


HOW DO YOU KEEP MOSQUITOS FROM 
BREEDING IN POOL? 


If you have half a dozen of fish for each 6 ft. of pool they 
will very effectively keep out mosquito larvae. 


HOW SHOULD POOL BE TREATED TO KEEP 
WATER CLEAR? 


Use plenty of oxygenating plants, such as Anacharis, 
Myriophyllum, and Parrotsfeather. Keep a drip in the pool 
at all times. Have a good supply of snails to keep the 
water pure.

CARE OF EPHYPHYLLUMS 


These plants should have the same treatment as ferns. Do 
not keep in direct sun or allow them to become dry. Soil 


should be equal parts good garden soil, leaf mold and peat.

have stopped blooming. 


They are exquisite in their pleasing shades, varying froin 
almost pure white to the richest of dark shades. The blos- 
soms are very large; the Falls not drooping as other Iris 
make the blossoms appear larger. 


These Iris will do well in a pool, providing they are plant- 
ed so only the roots are in the water. 


They are hardy except in the most northern states. As 
they require very wet soil they do exceptionally well if 
planted on the margin of a pool or brook. In the far north 
they will not live through the winter under these conditions. 


The soil for Japanese Iris should be rich and well supplied 
with organic matter. They will bloom better the second 
year after transplanting, but should be transplanted every 
three years for best results.
